Some Of the features in device claim 1 relate to a 
method of using the device and not to the definition 
of the device in terms of its technical features. 
Contrary to PCT Article 6, the intended limitations 
are therefore not clearly apparent from the claim. 

Claim 1 concerns a fastening means for producing an 
anchorage in an undercut borehole in a panel. The 
fastening device must also be capable of being 
anchored by means of a curable compound, because the 
anchorage is directly connected with the use of the 
device.

Document Dl discloses (cf. figure 1) a fastening 
device (8) for producing an anchorage in an undercut 
borehole (5, 6), comprising a tie bolt (8) which 
comprises fastening means and an anchoring section 
with a cross-sectional enlargement (9) in the 
direction of insertion, the tie bolt being provided 
in the region of the anchoring section with a sheath

Consequently, the fastening device known from Dl 
possesses all the features listed in claim 1 and 
would furthermore also be capable of being anchored 
by means of a curable compound (cf . PCT/GL/ISPE 
5.20). The novelty of claim 1 is therefore 
anticipated, PCT Article 33(2). 

3.2 It should additionally be noted that if the scope of 
protection of claim 1 includes the curable compound, 
i.e. "has been anchored" instead of "is anchored", 
such a claim is otherwise not novel within the 
meaning of PCT Article 33(2), with the result that 
the requirements of PCT Article 33(1) are not met.
